A private letter, Iste'y recelved by the 
Shanrhal Mercury {rom one of the forelgnera 
who was at Llukungtao dysing the fight with the 
Japanese, contains several’ irteresting details, 
Referring tq the Chinese soldiers the letter states 
that they were the most abjrct cowards, throwing 
themselves on the ground and absolutely refesing 
to fight. As many as twenty soldlers were 
dccapi ated in ons morning for refusal of duty, 
but even this would rearcely induce the others 
to make even a pretence of fighting. All the 
tsistsnce that wad’ ff-red was elther made by 
the sallors of the flect or by the forelgners. 

Another factor was the Intense cold experi- 
enced. The soldiers were not prepared for 
such weather, and ruffered ‘terrlbly, hudd!ing 
tagether wherever they could.fiad shelter for the 
sake of the warmth of each others! hodtes. Even 
ssmeof the forelgners ruffered:- from the cold, 
few of them having clothing adequate for thelr 
neds, Afier the sinking of the ships, by which 
the wardrobes of several cfthe fore'gners were 
lost, this suffering bzcame more severe, 

Admiral Ting made no secret of his intention 
to commit tulclde before surrendering, aod when 
be sent out Fé fit leter asking for terms, he 
called auch of his officers, Chinese and Forelgn; 
as were haney, and bade them farewell, distri. 
butlng his personal effects among them an sou- 
ven'rs, He then stated his fate and declined to 
Isien to any expnatulations, calmly carrying out 
hts deterination when ready. During all the 
fighting the Admiral kept, wherever the fire 
was hottest, and the writer says that, {a view of

designates the Inhabitants of the island), . M. de 
Villlers, the French envoy to the ‘Queen of 
Mada-ascar, -bas submitted an ultimatum 
demanding complete subs ission to France, bat 
the people of Madagascar are prepared to resist 
all attempts to subjugate them, says the Liferary 
Digest, confident that thelr merderous climate 
and the impassability.of thelr roads will outweigh 
the advantages on the French side. 

When King’ Radamas IL. was crowned ap 
‘ruler of the Madagese. in the beginning of tte 
alxties, be wore-on English unlform, but bis 
crown was a present from the Emperor of 
France. For centuries French and English, 
influence hes thus held each oiber in check o” 
the istand, asd-although England has recently 
given up all claims In Madagascar {n order to be 
rid of French competition on the East coast of 
Afiica, Englishmen are known to be preparing
